MEXICANS STORM 


“FORT,” 


HELD 400 YEARS 


Troops Drive Out Indians 
in Two-Day Battle.

‘ MEXICO CITY, March 23.—* One of 
the bloodiest and most desperately 
fought battles in the history of In- 
dian warfare in Mexico, lasting two 
dass without. interruption, just has 
been fought between federal forces 
the Yaquis,” Gen. Francisco 
Manzo, commander of the troops oper- 
ating against the Yaquis in the state 
of Scnora, reports to the war depart- 

ment. 

The Indians and federals fought 
hand to hand on the steep sides of 
the Basatete mountains and the 
sloping walls of the great canyon un- 
til “the mountainside looked like a 
cemetery, so many were dead,” re- 
ports Gen. Antonio Armenta, com- 
mander-in-chief of the federal troops 
engaged in the baxtle. 


Close in on Yaquis. 
For two weeks the federal troops 
had steadily been ciusing in upon the 
Yaquis from the north, northeast, east, 
south, and west under five differcnt 
commanders. The federal forces com- 
prised more than 3,000 men. During 
the night of March 18 and morning of 
March 19 the federal soldiers under 
four different commanders silently sur- 
rounded the traditional stronghold of 
the Yaquis on Zamahuaca mountain, 
in the north of the Bacatete range, 
near the two Yaqui cities, Bacatete and 
Bacatetito, which were captured from 
the Indians four weeks ago. 

The attacking force comprised 1,500 
seasoned soldiers. 

At dawn the Yaquis found them- 
selves besieged from below and from 
the.air. The Indians began the battle, 
‘| picking off the federal soldiers. 

Machine guns and mountain cannon 
replied, while the airplanes rained 
bombs on the Yaquis. The Indians 
took shelter behind projecting rocks. 

Try to Rush Troops. 

As the federal forces began an in- 
closing movement the Indians ap- 
proached the advancing federal forces, 
which had been deployed to avoid the 
Indians’ deadly marksmanship. Utter- 
ing war cries, the Yaquis tried to rush 
the federals down the steep sides of 
the mountain, The federals held their 
ground. 

A desperate hand to hand struggle 
followed for seve hours. Many were 
hurled into the depths of the. canyon 
hundreds of feet below. No quarter 
was given on either side. The moun- 
tainside was soon covered with dead. 

About noon the Indians retreated to 
higher parts of the mountain. An hour 
later a second division of Yaquis under 
Chief Matus himself made another at- 
tack’ on the advancing federal forces 
farther up the canyon.

New York, March 23 
bolders who do not go down into the 
cellar and put something in grape 
juice to keep it from turning into 
wine are violators of the eighteenth 
amendment, according to a decision 
given today in federal court by Judge 
Augustug N. Hand. 

He granted an order confiscating 
ten barrels of grape juice which chem- 
ists said contained 13 per cent of 
alcohol. 

The ruling, attorneys said, affects 
the status of farmers who make their 
own cider and wine, which heretofore 
has been considered immune to seizure. 

Quotes Volstead Law. 

Quoting section 29, title 2, of the 
national prohibition act, Judge Hand 
read: 

“The penalties provided in this act 
against the manufacture of liquor 
without a pe:mit shall not apply to a 
person who manufactures nonintoxi- 
cating cider and fruit juices exclusive- 
ly for use in his own home, but such 
cider and fruit juices shall not be sold 


have permits to manufacture vinegar.” 

He then declared: 

“I can hardly regard grape juice 
containing 13 ver’ cent of alcohol as 
nonintoxicating. Possession of grape 
juice for home use which was non- 
intoxicating when manufactured by 
the possessor, becomes unlawful under 
the act whenever the liquor becomeg 
intoxicating, whether through natural 
fermentation or otherwise,” 


Woman Owned Wine. 

The wine seized belonged to Mrs. 
Josephine Maltone, who said she’d 
done nothing but put grape juice in 
barrels in her cellar. 

Her attorney, Eli Rosenberg, argyed 
that it was legal to prepare grape 
juice for home consumption and that 
confiscation was irregular unless it 
were proved that the wine was intoxi- 
cating in fact when made.

CITY STATES. 

Peoria, IIL, March 19.~Having in mind 
the growing discord between the great 
cities and the states in which they are 
located, I wish to submit a plan by 
which a successful solution of the prob- 
lem can be attained. Create city states 
by constitutional amendment, or rather 
provide a method by which such city 
states may be created by the inhab- 
itants thereof and then admitted to the 
Union as such. Allow each city state 
one sehator and a number of repre- 
sentatives based on a population double 
that of congressional districts as appor- 
tioned to the country at large. This 
would allow the citizens of the cities 
really but one-half a vote, as compared 
with the rest of the country. What 
they would lose in representation they 
would gain in home rule. 

The cities now are very seldom repre- 


sented by more than one senator; the 
rest of the state generally has one. 
And regarding representatives, congress 
steadily refuses to reapportion on the 
basis of population, thus cutting the 
cities down. 

The bitter quarrels between the large 
cities and the rest of the states in which 
they are located would be eliminated.

LAKE DIVERSION 
REQUISITE FOR 


WATERWAY 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Spe 
cial.}—Complete halting of the water 
diversion through the sanitary canal 
at Chicago would make the Illinois 
link to the lakes to the gulf waterway 
impracticable, M. G. Barnes, chief 
engineer for the Illinois division of 
waterways, asserted today when he ap- 
peared as a witness before Charles 
Evans Hughes, special master in the 


the diversion, as has been askei by 
Wisconsin and other lake states in 
suits instituted in the United States 
Supreme court, would force the state 
of Illinois to pump the water neces- 
sary for operating the locks into the 
canal or abandon the project. Pump- 
ing this water, he said, would cost 
$2,000,000 annually. He added that it 
would cost $5,594,500 to construct the 
pumping plants necessary to supply 
the lockage water. 

“The toll charges, if pumping costs 
were added, would amount to from 
fifty to seventy-five cents per ton of 
cargo. Such a large charge would 
destroy benefits of shipping freight by 
water,” Mr. Barnes said. 

Possibility that negotiations leading 
toward the construction of the St, 
Lawrence waterway may be begun 
with Canada some time this summer 
developed today.

In the old days they took their wed- 
ding rings, as well as their marriages |

affectionate mottoes [called posies] 
that used to be etched on the golden 
bands. Looking over an old encyclo- 
pedia you will run across inscriptions 
like these that were popular when 
marriages means that you were in for 
life:

The old-time sentimentalists thought
